LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 10. 
(UP)—President Roosevelt left 
here at 10:20 o’clock (Atlanta 
time) tonight aboard a special train 
for Houston, Texas, where he is 
scheduled to arrive tomorrow morn- 
ing for a three-day Texas visit in 
connection with that state’s centen- 
nial. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 10.— 
(P)—President Roosevelt told an Ar- 
kansas throng at the centennial sta- 
dium today that under the “broad 
purposes” of the constitution “we can 
and intend to march forward” in solv- 
ing the economic problems of the na- 
tion. 

In the first of three speeches sched- 
uled in as many western states, the 
President also referred to the supreme 
court by saying President Jefferson 
“had the courage” to go through with 
the Louisiana purchase, which brought 
Arkansas under the American flag, 
despite legal doubts, thus opening the 
way for nine states and parts of four 
others to come under the Stars and 
Stripes.

Shorter Indian Springs

MACON, Ga., June 10.—()}—Sur- 
veying of a new highway from Ma- 
con to Atlanta is expected to be com-

a survey of the route from Macon to

WASHINGTON, June 10.—(#)~ 
Interstate Commerce Commission offi- 
cials today studied the Savannah & 
Atlanta Railway Company's pétition 
for permission to borrow $1,500,000 
from the Reconstruction Corporation. 

The application, signed by Robert 
M. Nelson, chairman of the railway’s 
board of director, said the loan was 
needed for accounts and wages, traf- 
fic and car service balance, .receiver’s 
certificates, accrued interest on taxes, 
additional equipment, reorganization 
expense, road improvements and work- 
ing capital. 

It said improvement was needed 
badly, but that under the loan only 
“necessary and required. repairs, -re- 
locations and replacements are to be 
considered.”’ . 

The loan would be for five years at 
4 per cent and would be protected by 
first mortgage 25-year bonds which 
would constitute a lien on all assets. 

The petition said $1,000,000 of the 
loan would be needed to permit filing 
of reorganization plans in 4 federal 
bankruptcy court. The carrier, which 
operates over a 145-mile line between 
Savannah and Camak, Ga., has been 
im receivership since 1921.

Former President Checks 
Rumors He Will Favor In- 
dividual Candidate. 


CLEVELAND, June 10.—4)— 
Smiling through a tumultuous wel- 
come’ but tight-lipped as to candidates, 
Herbert Hoover held a score of talks 
with close friends today before giving 
his views on issues to a policy-locked 
republican convention.

After Smith had offered this testi- 
mony, Dorsey chimed in: 

“Mr. Smith, didn’t you test the 
speedometer on my motorcycle about 
a month ago and found’ it in good 
working shape?” 

Smith admitted he had. 

Humphries’ defense was based on 
the .impossibility of his car having 
attained a speed of 60 miles an hour 
between .North avenue and. Third 
street. He had introduced George A. 
Maddox, Fulton county probation of- 
ficer, as a witness to prove that be- 
ginning at North avenue there is a 
sharp uphill grade on Piedmont for 
half a block, and argued this would 
have checked his speed for one-fourth 
of the distance he was chased by Dor- 
sey. 

Mathematical Proof. 

Humphries tried to prove by mathe- 
matics it would have been impossible 
for him to have reached 60 miles an 
hour in two blocks and:for Dorsey to 
have overtaken him. 

He also said he had not called Dor- 
sey a liar, but had said to him:

~ OF CROPS 1S FEARED 


Wheat Production Estimated 
About Output for 1935 by 
Farm Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, June 10.—(>)— 
A winter wheat production of 482,- 


'|000,000 bushels, considerably above 


the 1935 production but far below 
the 1928-32 average, was forecast to- 
day by the Agriculture Department 
in warning of a threat of widespread 
erop damage by drouth. 

The 19385 production 
000, bushels. 
was 618,000,000. 

With. the exeeption of the 1934 
drouth year, the board said the pres- 
ent June I condition was the lowest 
on record for spring wheat, oats, 
barley and rye, 


Because of drouth, the 
sections of the Carolinas and Georgia 
have ragged stands of cotton and 
much of the planted seed had not 
sprouted on June 1. The same states 
also had a heavy loss of tobacco 
Plants. Since it is rather late for re- 
planting, the board predicted a de- 
creased production of flue-cured to- 
bacco. 

In the area from central Alabama 
and central Kentucky eastward, 
drouth has interfered with the plant- 
ing of late crops, including soybeans, 
cowpeas and sweet potatoes. Vari- 
ous truck crops, strawberries and 
gardens also have suffered rather seri- 
ously, the board said. 

During the first nine days of June 
good rains and local showers ended 
the drouth in some areas and provided 
temporary reliaf to a large area where 
conditions on June 1 were most dis- 
tressing. However, the board said 
adequate moisture was still lacking in 
a large portion of the area east of 
the Mississippi and in northern por- 
tions of the great plains. 

If dry weather continues in these 
areas there is danger of extensive crop 
failure, the board said. On the other 
hand, it added, with the exception 
of the large acreage of winter wheat 
abandoned and some fields of cotton 
and tobacco where no stand was ob- 
tained, there has been little actual loss 
of crops to date. Timely rains dur- 
ing the remainder of the season, the 
board said, could still bring about the 
usual production of most field crops 
except wheat. 

The severe winter in the north cen- 
tral states and late frosts in Okla- 
homa and in the Ohio river and cen- 
tral Mississippi valley areas have re- 
duced peach and apple production.

The curtain has fallen, and the 
principal actor, the villain of the 
piece, has appeared in front of it, 
and has just told us that he is a 
hero. He has explained to us that 
by the wonderful feats of his armies 
European civilization has won a noble 
victory over African barbarism, Abys- 
sinia will appreciate the work of civ- 
ilization—the thousands of widows, 
the thousands of orphans, the thou<« 
sands of dead, the thousands of blind 
and crippled, ‘disabled men, women 
and childrgn. This all happened while 
the League, the instrument of peace, 
the guarantee for Abyssinia, to which 
the powerful states of Europe belong, 
stood by, watched, encouraged, but did 
not help, forgot its promises, forsook 
its duty. 

After a senseless war, which the 
powers were powerless to prevent, and 
after a senseless peace, which they 
thought out, Europe is sliding down 
fast to the abyss, is on the edge now. 
E\veryhody knows it; the responsible 
leaders say it. The Great War was 
awful. he next war will be the 
end. Everybody ufiderstands it. All 
nations are getting ready for the last 
round. Yet a lenient and generous 
Providence gave us a last chance. We 
are endowed with reason; we are even 
free to use it. The League of Na- 
tions was constituted. We promised 
no more to settle differences by mur- 
dering each other, but by using this 
reason. We promised to assist each 
other against unreasonable and mur- 
derous attacks. In this special case 
Abyssinia has been simple enough to 
trust us. We have betrayed her. The 
League has been careful not to be ef- 
fective. i 

It is clear now, after the failure of 
the League in this test cas& that we 
still follow the road of violence. Let 
us not throw dust into our own eyes 
by saying: “The League has proved 
not to be strong enough yet. It has 
to be reconstructed for the next case.” 
This is not true. The League was 
strong enough. It had all the means 
to stop this crime. It did not use 
them. It needed the will of its mem- 
bers, honesty and courage, but these 
forces did not make an appearance. 

We are on the edge of the abyss, 
but we are still on the edge. There 
are tokens on the wall, but they must 
be read and understood. Many people 
driven to despair by the misery of the 
Great War and the awful years after, 
have lost their balance and their be- 
lief, and have given up faith in the 
world and in themselves. All their 
old ideals have been shattered. A 
strong and clever leader who under- 
stands that can mold those masses like 
modelling clay by holding out to them 
some narrow egocentric slogan as a 
new ideal. But such ideals are ideals 
of violence, of narrowness, while in 
these days all Europe is crying out 
for an international ideal, for inter- 
national understanding. Only these, 
and not violence, not the race in arma- 
ments, can save us from chaos—inter- 
national understanding and interna: 
tional honesty. And if J am not mis: 
taken the fatal error the League has 
made by not honoring its solemn 
pledges is that it has destroyed this 
new ideal, which might have initiated 
a new era, which might have given a 
new life to the peoples of Europe, 
which might have united them, which 
might have cost. sacrifices, but which 
might have saved them from the edge 
of the abyss.

SOFT-PEDAL A few hours before Mr. Hoover's appearance, one of 
sid those deep dark rumors was spread through the‘con- 
vention.

WHEEDLING And to show you the absurd lengths to which the 
bargaining instinct is sometimes carried, listen to 
this one: 

The most galling personal grievance which Senator Borah has had 
against Landon concerns Walter Brown, the now ousted Ohio commit- 
teeman. Personally, Borah attributes most of his Ohio troubles to Brown. 
If it'had not been for Brown, the Idahoan believes he would have far 
more than five delegates from Ohio. 

So, when Brown was set up for re-election here, the Borah delegates 
had a good chance to get even by casting all their votes against him. 
But did they? They did not. . The balloting was secret and the votes 
were later torn up, but you may take it from an excellent authority 
that four of the Borah delegates voted for Brown. 

The reason is said to be that they figured he might get them some 
Borah votes out of the delegation on the floor of the convention.

200,000 Make Cheese 


| At Roquefort, France 


More than 26,000,000 pounds of 
Roquefort cheese are manufactured 
annually in the picturesque French 
village of Roquefort. For more than 
11 centuries this cheese has been 
manufactured on a commercial basis, 
but Roquefort cheese, self, goes 
back even farther in history, as it 
is mentioned by Pliny the Elder, who 
wrote in the early decades of the 
Christian era. 

More than 200,000 persons, work- 
ing on 25,000 farms, are employed 
and earn their living directly from 
the cheese industry. Milk is contrib- 
uted by 700,000 sheep, tended by 10,- 


000 : shepherds. 


Some years ago, Roquefort cheese 
was patented and copyrighted so 
that the manufacture and sales of 
imitations in France is forbidden by 
law. Many imitations are sold out- 
side of France, but real gourmets are 
convinced that the flavor of real 
Roquefort can be produced only in 
the caves for which the village is fa- 
mous. 

The architecture of the Roque- 
fort caverns is medieval. Curved rock 
ceilings are supported by large stone 
columns which form a succession of 
arches and pillars. Cool, damp air 
circulates continuously creating & 
unique atmosphere which cannot be 
duplicated elsewhere, an the orig- 
inal-flavor of Roquefort cheese is at- 
tributed to this. ousands of loaves 
of cheese are arranged in piles of 
three in the caves, and as they un- 
dergo the curing process they require 
daily care so that the specific fer- 
mentation, which gives Roquefort its 
flavor, can be developed to the right 


point.

Safety 
In The Pool. 

Now that the swimming pools are 
open and the national season is with 
us once again, it is timely to think a 
few thoughts on the fatalities that 
occur every summer, in pools and in 
the ocean surf, Safety in the water is 
as important as safety on the highway 
and safety in the home, though it 
hasn't, of recent years, received quite 
so much publicity and editorial stress. 

I would like to submit that many 
lives could be saved if all swimming 
pore would adopt a simple rule that 

as been in force at the Athens “Y” 
camp, in the mountains of north Geor- 
gia, for years. There has never been 
a tragedy in the grand lake in which 
the boys swim there. 

Of course there are always splendid 
swimmers on duty as life guards, 
whenever any boy is in the water. 
And all day long a guard sits in the 
watch yt ~ from which he commands, 
a view of the entire lake. 

No boy is allowed in the main lake 
until after he has passed rigorous 
swimming, diving and floating tests. 
Until he can make: the strict standard 
of ability enforced, he must remain 
in the shallow pool. 


The “Buddy” 


System. 

However—and here is the important 
safety feature—all swimmers, no mat- 
ter how expert and able to take care 
of themselves, are required to enter the 
lake in pairs. Before a boy goes in 
the water he must have a “buddy,” 
and the guard on duty must be told 
that the two are “buddies” for the 
swim. 

That means each i6 responsible for 
the safety of the other. They must 
stay within easy distance of each 
other, each must keep his eyes open, 
ready to help if any unforeseen acci- 
dent brings difficulty to his “buddy.” 

The boys like it. It is fun playing 
in the water together, much better fun 
than going in alone. And it really 
provides a special life guard for every 
swimmer, in addition to the regular 
guards watching from the bank. 

A lone boy cannot go in the water 
until a “buddy” comes along. He 
must wait on the bank until some 
ohter swimmer agrees to “buddy” with 
him. Then the two dive in together. 

It is a splendid system’ and the best 
protection against accident imaginable. 
The Atlanta pools, insofar as possible, 
should adopt a similar plan. The sum- 
mer’s water stragedies would be sharp- 
ly reduced, surely. .

There is an interesting story behind 
the recent discovery of a phonograph 
record made by Queen Victoria, of 
England, and lost for all these years. 

he record was made, it is said, in 
1897, when the Emperor Menelik se 
cired independent o> ie ed for his 
country of Ethiopia. The British 
queen made the. rd in order to con 
gratulate Mene in her own voice, 
although unable, of course, to travel 
to Ethiopia in person. Two copies of 
the recording were made at first. One 
was taken to Ethiopia and the other 
was immediately destroyed by the 
queen’s request. 

It seems, however, a third copy was 
made as a safety precaution, in event 
any accident should befall the one sent 
to Ethiopia. It is this third copy 
which has now been discovered. It 
is stated, though not verified, that it 
has been in a private collection for 
many years.

CLEVELAND, June 10.—(4)—Re- 
publican delegates found voice today 
in howls of party loyalty that split the 
hitherto comparative silence of. con- 
vention hall. 

Rallying behind their speakers— 
perspiring under blazing flood lights 
as they oratorically bombed the New 
Deal—party followers finally hit the 
hullabaloo trail. 

Spontaneously they took ap Key- 
noter Steiwer’s phrase—“three long 
years’—and rang it around the hall 
to the tune of “three blind mice.” 

Flaying the administration’s three 
years of office, Permanent Chairman 
Bertrand H..Snell, of New York, 
paused momentarily in his initial 
speech and solemnly. repeated—‘three 
long years.” 

Taking the cue, Louis Rich’s band 
at the far end of the auditorium sound- 
ed the three simple chords of the 
nursery rhyme. 

On the last note the delegates chim- 
ed in and it went so well they repeated 


the platform over his cheer leading. 
Apparently intent upon keeping the 
convention in this tempo of party 
shouting, Ralph E. Williams, vice 
chairman of the republican national 


committee, quickly blocked the only 
thing that might have diverted it. 

As the strains “Oh, Susanna”’—the 
Landon campaign song—floated faint~ 
ly through the auditorium from the 
north end he signalled an attendant. 

“Get some policemen,” he ordered,

In this room rests the greatest re- 
sponsibility that has come to a body 
of Americane in three generations. 
In the lesser sense, this a conven- 
tion of a great political party. But 
in the larger sense, it is a conven- 
tion of Americans to determine the 
fate of those ideals for which this 
nation was founded. That far tran- 
scends all partisanship. 

There are elemental currents which 
make or break the fate of nations. 
There is a moral purpose in the uni- 
yerse. Those forces which affect the 
vitality afid the soul of a people will 
control its destinies. The sum of 
years of public service in these cur- 
rents is the overwhelming conviction 
of their transcendent importance over 
the more transitory even though dif- 
ficult iesues of national life. 

I have given about four years to 
research into the New Deal, trying to 
determine what its ultimate objec- 
tives were, what sort of a system it 
is imposing on this country. 


To some people it appears to, be 
@ strange interlude in American his- 
tory in that it has no philosophy, 
that it is eheer opportunism, that it 
is a muddle of a spoils system, of 
emotional economics, of reckless ad- 
yenture, of unctuous claims, to a 
monopoly of human sympathy, of 
greed for power, of a desire for pop- 
ular acclaim and an aspiration to 
make the front pages of the news- 
papers. That is the most charitable 
view. 

To other people it appears to be 
a cold-blooded attempt by starry- 
eyed boys to infect the American 
eople by a mixture of European 
deas, flavored with our native predi- 
lection to get something for nothing. 

You choose either one you like best. 
But the first is the road of chaos 
which leads to the second. Both of 
these roads lead over the same grim 
precipice that is the crippling and 

ssibly the destruction of the free- 
om of men. 

Which of these interpretations is 
accurate ie even disputed by alumni 
of the New Deal who have graduated 
for conscience’s sake or have grad- 
uated by reques 


In central Europe the march of so- 
cialist or fascist dictatorships and 
their destruction of liberty did not 
set out with guns and armies. Dic- 
tators began their ascent to the seats 
of power through the elections pro- 
vided by liberal inetitutions. Their 
weapons were promise and hate. They 
offered the mirage of Utopia to those 
in distress. They flung the poison of 
class hatred. They may not have 
maimed the bodies of men but they 
maimed their souls. 

The 1932 campaign was a pretty 
ood imitation of this first stage of 

uropean tactics. You may recall 
the promises of the abundant life 
the propaganda of hate. 

Once seated in office the first de 
mand of these European depostisms 
was for power and “action.”  Legis- 
latures were told they “must” dele 
ate their authorities. Their free de- 

te was suppressed. The powers de- 
manded are always the same pattern. 
They all adopt planned economy. They 
regimented industry and agriculture. 
They put the government into busi- 
ness. They engaged in gigantic gov- 
ernment expenditures. hey created 
vast organizations of spoils hench- 
men and subsidized panente. They 
corrupted currency and credit. They 
acepees the thinking of the people 
with propaganda at the people's ex- 


If there are any items in this stage 
in the march of European collectivism 
it must have been an oversight. 
that the New Deal has not initiated 

But at this point this parallel with 
Europe halts—at least for the pres- 
ent. ‘The American people should 
thank Almighty God for the consti- 
tution and the supreme court. They 
should be grateful to a courageous 
press. 

You might contemplate what would 
have happened if Mr. Roosevelt could 
have appointed enough supreme court 
justices in the first year of his ad- 
ministration.

We have seen an explosive infla- 
tion of bank credits by this govern- 
ment borrowing. We have seen va- 
ried steps toward currency inflation 
that have already enriched the specu- 
lator and deprived the poor. If this 
is to continue the end result is the 
tears and anguish of universal bank- 
ruptcy and distress. No democracy 
in history has survived its final 
stages. 

We have seen the building up of 
a horde of political officials. We 
have seen the pressures upon the 
helpless and destitute to trade po- 
litical support for relief. Both are a 
pollution of the very fountains of lib- 
erty. . 

We have seen the most elemental 
violation of economic law and expe- 
rience. The New Deal forgets it is 
solely by production of more goods 
and more varieties of goods and serv- 
ices that we advance the living and 
security of men. If we constantly de- 
crease costs and prices and keep up 
earnings the production of plenty 
will be more and more widely dis- 
tributed. These laws ar be re 
stitched in new phrases that they 
are the very shoes of human brog- 
ress. We had so triumphed in this 
long climb of mankind toward ga 
that we had reached Mount Pisga 
where we looked over the promised 
land of abolished poverty. Then 
men began to quarrel over the divi- 
sion of the goods. The depression 
produced by war destruction tem- 
porarily checked our march toward 
the promised lartd. 

Then came the little prophets of 
the New Deal. They announce the 
striking solution that the way out is 
to produce less and to increase prices 
so the people can buy less. They have 
kept on providing some new restric- 
tion or burden or fright down to a 
week ago. 


PARTY WORKERS

At least it has enabled the New 
Deal to take a few hundred thousand 
earnest party workers to the prom- 
ised land.

There are principles which neither 
tricks of organization, nor the rigors 
of depression, nor the march of time, 
nor New Dealers, nor socialists, nor 
fascists can change. There are some 
principles which came into the uni- 
verse along with the shooting stars 
of vhich worlds are made, and they 
have always been and ever will be 
true. Such are the laws of mathe- 
matics, the law of gravitation, the 
existence of God, and the ceaseless 
struggle of humankind to be free.

Either we 
shall have a society based upon or- 
dered liberty and the initiative of the 
individual, or we shall have a plan- 
ned society that means dictation, no 
matter what you call it or who does 
it. There ie no halfway ground. 
They cannot be mixed. Government 
must either release the powers of the 
individual for honest achievement or 
the very forces it creates will drive 
it inexorably to lay its paralyzing 
hand more and more heavily upon 
individual effort. 


AMERICA STANDS 
CONFUSED, UNCERTAIN 


Less than 20 years a we ac- 
cepted those ideals as the air we 
breathed. We fought a great war 
for their protection. We took — 
ourselves obligations of billions. We 
buried our sons in foreign soil. But 
in this score of years we have seen 
the advance of collectivism and its 
inevitable tyranny in more than half 
the civilised world. In this ._thun- 
dering era of world crisis distracted 
Ame stands confused and uncer- 
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ship. Under their distress they 
doubt the value of their own rights 
and libertées. They do not see the 
constitution as a fortress for their 
deliverance. They have been led 
to believe that it ie an fron cage 
against which the wings of idealism 
beat in vain. 

They do not realize that their only 
relief and their hope of economic 
security can come only from the en- 
terprise and initiative of free men. 


PERSONAL FREEDOM 
URGED FOR AMERICANS 


Let this convention declare with- 
out shrinking the source of economic 
erewerny is freedom. Man must 

free to use his own powers in 
his owh way. Free to think, to 
speak, .to worship. Free to plan 
his own life. Free to use his own 
initiative. Free to dare in his own 
adventure. It is the essence of true 
liberalism that these freedoms are 
limited by the rights of others, 
_ Freedom both uires and makes 
increased responsibilities. There is 
no freedom from exploitation of the 
weak or from the dead hand of bu- 
reaucracy. 


There’s something vastly bigger 


than pay rolls, than economics, than 


materialism, at issue in this cam- 
paign. The free spirit of men is 
the source of self-respect, of sturdi- 
ness, of moral and spiritual progress. 
With the inspirations of freedom 
come fidelity to public trust, honor 
and morals in government.

CLEVELAND, June 10.—(AP)— 


Following is the text of the speech 
Representative Bertrand H. Snell, of 
New York, delivered today as per- 
manent chairman of the republican 
national convention: 


This convention will nominate a 
man to lead a new crusade—a cru- 
sade to restore to the American peo- 
ple their constitution and their lib- 
erties. 

This is not a merely partisan con- 
vention. The pores are weary of too 
much partisanship. They call for 
those who believe alike to stand to 
gether... 

Let us here resolve to sink all dif- 
ferences, reconcile all opinions, mod- 
erate all ambitions, and unite all 
energies in the supreme task of re- 
storing the government to the peo- 
‘ple. This year the republican party 
s not contending against the demo- 
cratic party as such, It offers to 
lead America against the unconsti- 
tutional dictatorship—yes, the arro- 
gant individualism of Franklin Del- 
ano Roosevelt. 

Deceived and bewildered, the 
masses look to us for an honest ante 
swer to their question: “Can we be 
sure that we shall be safer, happier 
—we and our children—by returning 
the republican party to power?” If 
we give them the bread of sinceety 
and truth, they will reward us wit 
their trust. If we give them the dead 
stone of meaningless political phrases 
and empty promises, they will aban- 
don us to defeat. They call on us to 
turn our backs on the past and to 
lead them to a better future. Repub- 
licans, we will win in November if 
we prove to them that we deserve 
to win. 


AMERICA FLOUNDERING 
IN GROTESQUE FAILURES 


For nearly four years America 
has floundered in the grotesque fail- 
ures of the New Deal. 

The institutions of our government 
have been debauched by a greedy 
partisanship.

To the women of America, we 
speak with a special earnestness. 
You, even better than men, feel the 
remorseless pinch of rising living 
costs. To you, we pledge ourselves 
against a continuation of the fan- 
tastic New Deal theory that the more 
you are forced to pay the more you 
will be able to buy. But our ulti- 
mate appeal to women is upon far 
higher ground. Woman, as the pro- 
tector of the home and the defender 
of childhood, is forever the nation’s 
first champion of sound and honest 
government. We enlist the co-opera- 
tion of American womanhood im in- 
stilling in our children the very foun- 
dation. and cornerstone upan which 
rests the security of civilization—the 
sacredness of a promise. 

How shall you teach your chil- 
dren—at home, at school, in the 
church—that a promise is an in- 
violable thing, when the government 
of the United States and its chief 
executive treat their solemn pledges 
as mere scraps of paper?

“T, Franklin Delano Roosevelt, do 
solemnly swear that I will faithfully 
execute the office of President- of 
the United States, and will, to the 
best of my ability, preserve, protect, 
and defend the constitution of the 


‘United States, so help me God.” 


Two years went by. On July 5, 
1935, writing to Samuel B. Hill, of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee, to force the passage of a New 
Deal bill, President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt said: 

“I hope your committee will not 
permit doubt as to constitutionality, 
however reasonable, to block the sug- 
gested legislation.” } 

The republican party, like every 
other party, is made up on fallible 
human beings. It has made mis- 
takes; it is not without blame. But 
thank God no republican president 
has ever so violated his constitu- 
tional oath by calling upon the mem- 
bers of his party in congress to vi0- 
late theirs!

President Roosevelt’s Speech 


At Arkansas Centennial Fete 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., June 10.— 
(AP)—Following is the text of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's speech at the Ar- 
kansas centennial celebration today: 

For me this has been a glorious 
day. While I have been in the state 
of Arkansas before this, my Visits 
have been too much like those of a 


bird of passage and this is the first 
chance 1 have had to see the state 
at closer range, and especially to en- 
joy the generosity, the kindness and 
the courtesy of true Arkansas hos- 
pitality. 

I have seen your parks—I have 
seen the beauty of your mountains 
and rivers. Arkansas can claim 
every warrant for the name “wonder 
state.” It is doubly a privilege to 
meet you face to face and to join 
with you in the celebration of the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the ad- 
mission of this great state into the 
Union. 

Possibly our citizens who live in 
the original 13 states along the At- 


presidential election but because

It is not without the greatest his- 
torical significance that Arkansas 
was received into the Union in 1836. 
Jackson’s great work for the coun- 
try was approaching completion. He 
was in the full tide of his remark- 
able powers and in the exercise of 
an extraordinary influence upon the 
minds and opinions of the mass of 
his countrymen. 

When Arkansas became a state our 
national government was not quite 
hi) years old.

FIRST FRENCH SETTLEMENT 
MADE IN ARKANSAS 

I am certain that it is not gen- 
erally realized that Hernando de 
Soto, the tireless Spanish explorer, 
set foot in what is now Arkansas, 
as early as 1541, more than half a 
century before the founding of 
Jamestown and New Amsterdam and 
Plymouth; nor the fact the French 
explorers, Marquette and Joliet, 
coming southward from Canada, saw 
this country when the civilization of 
the Atlantic seaboard was still in 
its infancy. Nor have they suffi- 
ciently been told that the first set- 
tlement under the flag of France 
was made under the direction of De 
Tonti at Arkansas Post as far back)

Andrew Jackson, the contemporary 
and counsellor of the Arkansas pio- 
neers of 1836, made his home across 
the Mississippi in the neighboring 
state of Tennessee, and was known 
to the Arkansans of that day as a 
fellow frontiersman who had carried 
into the presidency those neighborly 
instincts of the frontier which made 
possible the first truly democratic ad- 
ministration in our history. 

The older I grow and the more I 
read history, the more I reflect upon 
the influence of the men and events 
of one generation upon the life and 
thought of the generations that fol- 
low. A hundred years have passed 
since Arkansas attained statehood in 
that last year of Jackson's -presi- 
dency, but throughout 


this century | 


our American political life has flow- | 


ed with the vigor of a living stream 
because the sturdy hand of Andrew 
Jackson deflected its course from the 
stagnant marshes of a seaboard oli- 
garchy into the channels of pure 
American democracy. 

Prior to Jackson's day it may be 
said, without danger of exaggeration, 
that the leadership of the nation was, 
with rare exceptions, in the handg of 
men who, by birth or education, be- 
longed to a comparatively small group 
—for the reason we have not far to 
seek. Universal education was not yet 
fully established ; communication dif- 
ficulties prevented the dissemination 
of news except in the larger com- 
munities and along the main avenues 
of transportation; the very ballot 
was, in many states, limited to those 
with special property qualifications. 


'TRUE DEMOCRACY ERA 
IN NATIONAL LIFE 


The wave of popular acclaim that 
swept Andrew Jackson into his high 
office was the result of the recogni- 
tion by the people of. the United 
States that the era of a truer de- 
mocracy in their national life was 
at hand. I need not describe the dis- 
may that the election of Jackson ex- 
cited—and honestly excited—in the 
hearts of the hitherto elect, or the 
widespread apprehension that it 
aroused among the so-called “guard- 
iana groups” of the republic. 

Groups such as these have never 
wholly disappéared from American 
political life, but it will never be 
possible for any length of time for 
any group of the American people, 
either by reason of wealth or learn- 


ing or inheritance or economic power, | 
to retain any mandate, any perma- | 
nent authority to arrogate to itself. 
the political control of American pub- | 


lic life. 


This heritage we owe to Jack-| 


sonian democracy — the American 
doctrine that entrusts the general 
welfare to no one group or class, but 
dedicates itself to the end that the 


American people shall not be thwart- | 
ed in their high purpose to remain | 


the custodians of their own destiny. | 


The frontier spirit which brought 
men into the Arkansas wilderness, 
and later was to carry them ever 
farther in their conquest of the west, 
inspired in the hearts and minds 
and souls of those men a new ideal 
of our national democracy. 


SPIRIT CAUSES REBIRTH 
OF FREE GOVERNMENT 


Perhaps it would be more exact 
to say that the frontier spirit caused 
a rebirth of the earlier ideal of Tree 
government. To this changed ideal 
the neighborly contacts of the fron- 
tier eontributed in liberal measure. 
The rugged pioneers helped to fash- 
ion the new national epirit. The 
men who tamed the wilderness here- 
abouts were part of a new movement 
in our American life. 


It was indeed a critical moment in| 


American history when in our early 


national period the dauntless and in- 


trepid pioneers stroke across the Al- 
nies to establish new common- 


' 


| 


wealths like Arkansas, In that hard' 


Our country is indeed passing 
through a period which is urgently 
in need of ardent protectors of the 
rights of the common man. Mech- 
inization of industry and mass pro- 
duction have put unparalleled power 
in the hands of the few. No small 
part of our problem today is t& bring 
the fruits of this mechanization to 
the whole people. 


The measure of the need has been 
the measure of the 
necessary to meet it. The human 
sympathy of our people would have 
tolerated nothing less. Common sense 
will tolerate nothing more. 


Self-government we must and shall 
maintain. Let me put it thus, in 
a way which every man and woman 
can understand: Local government 
must continue to act with full free- 
dom in matters which are primarily 
of local concern; county government 
must retain the functions which logi- 
cally belong to the county unit; state 
goveinments must and shall retain 
state sovereignty over all those ac- 
tivities of government which effec- 
tively and efficiently can be met by 
the states, 

Let us analyze a little further, 
however—why was a state govern- 
ment set up in Arkansas? The an- 
swer is that the colonization of this 
area had reached the point where 
individual settlements needed a uni- 
formity of ordinances and laws. 
They needed a central body to gov- 
ern in réspect to those things which 
had grown beyond the scope of town 
government or county government. 


CONSTITUTION TO MEET 
| AMAZING REQUIREMENTS 


In the same way the federal union 
itself was organized under a consti- 
tution because in the days following 
the Revolution it was discovered that 
a mere federation of states was such 
a loose organization, with constant 
conflicts between the 13 states them- 
selyes, that a constitution and a na- 
tional organization to take care of 
government beyond state lines was a 
necessity. 

The constitution provided fhe best 
instrument ever devised for the con- 
tinuation of these fundamental prin- 
ciples. Under its. broad purposes we 
ean and intend to march forward, 
believing as the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Americans believe. that it 
is intended to meet and fit the amaz- 
ing physical, economic and social re- 
quirements that confront us in this 
generation. 

Beneath one of the symbolical fig- 
ures which guards the entrance to 
our great new archives building in 
Washington is inscribed this quota- 
tion from Shakespeare's ‘Tempest :” 
“What is past is prologue.” 

Times change but man’s basic 
problems remain the same. He must 
seek a new approach to their solu- 
tion when old approaches fail him. 

The roar of the airplane has re- 
placed the rumble of the covered 
wagon and the frontiers of a conti- 
nent are spanned in less time than it 
took to cross an Arkansas county in 
those century old days. It is idle 
for us now, as it was for the flatter- 
ers of King Canute, to ignore the facts 
of physics or the economic and social 
consequences of applied science. 


SEEKING TO SOLVE 
GROWING PROBLEMS 


These problems, with growing in- 
tensity, now flow past all sectional 
limitations and extend over the vast 
breadth of our whole domain. 

Prices, wages, hours of labor, con- 
ditions of employment, social security, 
in short the enjoyment by all men 
of their constitutional guaranties of 
of life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness—these questions, so deli- 
cate in their economic balance that

May I repeat the historical maxim:

pects, brother of the owner of the 

ity hotel, on Broadway, the- Rings 
did not discourage his attentions to 
their pretty cousin. 

On the night of December 29 Guilel- 
ma announced to Mrs. Ring that she 
and Weeks contemplated being mar- 
ried privately that night. Weeks, 
who had gone out of the house after 
supper that evening, returned at 
about 8 o'clock, at which time Mrs. 
Ring, on going upstairs, found Guil- 
elma dressed, ready to go out. Re- 
eening to the lower floor, Mrs. Ring 
then found Weeks standing in the 
entry, but without disturbing him 
she went into the sitting room. A 
moment later she heard some one 
descend the stairs, after which the 
front door was opened and closed. 
Thereupon Mrs. Ring ran to the 
door and looked out. As there were 
many people passing she could not 
distinguish Guilelma or Weeks 
among them. 

Weeks Returned Alone. 

At 10 o’clock that evening Weeks 
returned to his boarding house. Mrs. 
Ring was still up and he asked her 
if Guilelma had gone to bed. Mrs. 
Ring replied that her young cousin 
had gone out and had not returned, 
whereupon Weeks expressed his sur- 
prise that she had stayed out so 
late. Mrs. Ring said that Guilelma 
had not gone out alone and in re- 
ply to Weeks’ inquiry as to whom 
She had gone with the Quaker 
housewife exclaimed: 

“Indeed, Levi, to tell thee the 
truth, I believe she went out with 
thee.” 

“If she had 
answered Weeks, 
come in with me.’ 

Mrs. Ring sat up almost through- 
out the remainder of the night, but 
Guilelma Sands did not return. 
Weeks, who shared her vigil, seemed, 
as she described it, unnatural and 
moody. Indeed, at one time he 
broke down and cried out that if 
Guilelma did not appear to clear 
him he was a ruined man. 

According to the _ testimony of 
some one who claimed to have. seen 
her, Guilelma entered a sleigh when 
she left the Ring home, and that 
was all that was known as to her 
departure from her home. Chan- 
eellor Ferris, of the New York Uni- 
versity, writing to a historian in 
1861, said: 

“An old aunt of mine, who knew 
her (Guilelma Sands) well and who 
saw her on the night of the fatal 
sleigh ride when she was just ready 
to step into the sleigh, always spoke 
of her as the most lovely creature 
she ever saw, and especially fasci- 
nating at that moment.” 

Body Found in Well. 

A few days after Guilelma’s dis- 
appearanc her muff was found in 
the lonely Lispenard meadow in a 
well which the Manhattan Company 
had dug to supply a part of New 
York city with water. On January 
2 a search of the bottom of the well 
revealed Miss Sand’s body. Her hat 
was off, her shoes and stockings had 
been pulled from her feet and _ her 
clothing above the waist was torn. 
There were bruised and discolorations 
about her neck. 

New York was thrown into an up- 
roar by the discovery of the body. 
A coroner’s jury on January 6 found 
that the young woman had come to 
her death at the hands of a person 
or persons unknown, but the pub- 
lic clamored for vengeange, and, as 
Weeks was the only one whose name 
could possibly be linked with that 
of the beautiful victim, he was ar- 
rested and brought to trial. 

A post-mortem upon the _ body 
showed that there were no physical 
reasons why Miss Sands should have 
desired to end her life or why Weeks 
should have wished to rid _ himself 
of her. Moreover, the young man 
bore an excellent reputation for pro- 
priety and sobriety of conduct, and 
Miss Sands had, immediately before 
her disappearance, been in an unusu- 
ally cheerful mood that offset any 
suspicion of a quarrel between her 
and her lover. 

Tried in Old City Hall. 

These points were brought out at 
Weeks’ trial, which began on March 
31, 1800, in the old City Hall. It 
was one of the most famous crim- 
inal trials in American history, and 
the chief actors were national fig- 
ures destined to contribute dramatic 
incidents to the history of _ their 
country. The trial judge was Chief 
Justice Lansing, who was later to 
figure in one of the most sensational 
disappearance mysteries that ever 
stirred the metropolis; and the de- 
fendant’s counsel were Aaron Burr 
and Alexander Hamilton, who were 
soon afterward to fight their cele- 
brated duel. 

So great was the excitement dur- 
ing the trial that a volunteer guard 
of prominent citizens had to be 
formed to protect the accused while 
he was being conveyed between the 
courthouse and the prison, and it is 
chronicled that the street outside 
the court was so crowded and the 
trial rooms so noisy that at times 
the court officers had to clear the 
neighborhood before’ the hearing 
could go on. 

There were witnesses who swore 
that Weeks had been at his brother's 
house between 8:30 and 10 o'clock 
on the night of the tragedy and that 
he had own no undue excitement 
during the visit. According to one 
account, Aaron Burr saved Weeks 
by turning aside from his examination 
of a. witness, rushing up to an un- 
known spectator and, with a pair of 
lighted candles in his hand, exhib- 
iting the latter's face with a shout:

Hundreds of Thousands of 
Strikers Awaiting Action 
on Work Measures. 


PARIS, June 10.—(#)—A possible 
split in the government’s leftist ma- 
jority over the 40-hour week threat- 
ened tonight to impede Premier Leon 
Blum’s “New Deal’ labor program. 

Hundreds of thousands of strikers, 
demanding more money and_ shorter 


hours, awaited parliamentary action 
on the labor bills before returning to 
work, 

‘The measures were introduced yes- 
terday and sent to a special parlia- 
mentary committee. 

Want-New Privileges. 

Roger Salengro, minister of the in- 
terior, tackled the strikes in northern 
mills, where workers showed little dis- 
position to end their walkout until 
new privileges are guaranteed by par- 
liament. 

(The five principal -demands of 
strikers were granted Monday in a 
general agreement, which included 
wage increases of from 7 to 15 per 
cent, recognition of unions and col- 
lective bargaining, a 40-hour week and 
paid vacations. 

(Northern miners went on strike 
immediately after the agreement was 
signed. ) 

Although there were isolated dis- 
orders, the strike situation was easier 
throughout the country. 

The government’s leftist “people’s 
front,” holding a majority in the 
chamber of deputies, is united behind 
the government’s program except for 
the 40-hour week bill. 

Many radical socialists said they 
feared adverse economic consequences 
if it is suddenly applied, placing an 
added expense upon industry. 


Cut Foreign Trade. 

Businessmen warned the 40-hour 
week, along with wage _ increases, 
would bring the total extra cost to em- 
ployers to about 45 per cent, raising 
prices and further cutting France’s 
diminishing foreign trade. 

The cabinet’s supporters argued the 
increased purchasing power of the 
workers would more than offset a rise 
in prices. 

The chamber will debate the labor 
bills tomorrow and _ probably will 
— a vote on them before the week- 
end. 

The government would be given con- 
siderable authority to arbitrate partic- 
ular disputes and extend the bene- 
fits of the laws’ provisions to work- 
ers whose representatives did not di- 
rectly participate in the arbitration.

3 PERSONS ARE KILLED 
IN SPANISH DISORDERS 

MADRID, June 10.—(4)—Commu- 
nists and syndicalists fought a pitch- 
ed machine gun battle in the streets 
of Malaga late today while Spain 
counted three more dead and unnum- 
bered wounded in politico-strike dis- 
orders. 

Bullets whined through Malaga’s 
main thoroughfares after two persons 
had been slain and socialists had called 
a general strike. 

The syndicalist leader, Miguel Or- 
tiz Aceveds, was cut down as he car- 
ried a baby out o° his house. The 
baby was unhurt. The slaying follow- 
ed the street killing of a communist 
lawyer. 

In Aznalcazar, Seville province, An- 
tonio Ramirez, socialist chief, was 
killed during a political quarrel. Ba- 
dajoz saw numerous armed clashes 
between leftists and rightists. 

Police rushed ,into Malaga from 
surrounding areas when the rioters 
brought machine guns into play. 

Two national workers’ federation 
centers were destroyed by fire and 
the socialist headquarters was be- 
sieged. 


Another general strike was declared | 


at Estepa, Seville province. 

Madrid’s labor situation improved 
somewhat with the return of striking 
syndicalist waiters, a compromise on 
a strike involving elevator mechanics 
and the reopening of cafes. 

Strikes and political violence have 
claimed nearly 180 lives since the 
leftist government won power in the 
February elections. At their peak 
the strikes, of widely diverse charac- 
ter and locale, removed almost a mil- 
lion workers from their jobs. 


CURLEY HITS STAND 


‘AS TAKEN BY ELY 


BOSTON, June 10—(UP)— 
Threat of former Governor Joseph B. 
Ely, of Massachusetts, to “take a 
walk” from the democratic party to- 
day drew from his successor, Gover- 
nor James M. Curley, the comment 
that such action would have “no dam- 
aging effect on the cause of democ- 
racy.’ 

Ely, in an exclusive statement to 
the United Press last night, had said 
he would cast his lot with the repub- 
lican party if the 1936 democratic 
platform suggests a revival of New 
Deal po'icies already declared un- 
constitutional. 

“The indications are,” Curley said, 
“that by the time the democratic con- 
vention is held, Mr. Ely, in place of 
taking a walk, will find it necessary 
to take a seat on the sidelines . 
but really in so far as the result is 
concerned, it does not appear to be 
material whether he takes a seat or 
a walk.” 

Though both are democrats, Ely and 
Curley have long been at odds.
